George Garvey was commissioned to 
go to New York, inspect the work, 
and bring the film back. 

The film is now in fine condi- 
tion, and has been shown in an 
effort to identify some persons 
not named in the sub-titles. The 
subjects depicted are the Liberty 
Bond Parade that took place jn 
New London in 1918, and the cele- 
bration in 1924 of the return 

visit of Lafayette to this coun- 
try in 1824, Much of the pag- 
eantry takes place at the Shaw 
Mansion. 

As a result of the good photog- 
raphy and the recent renovation, 
we now have a fine memento of 
those events. 

A tape recording to accompany 
the showing of the film is being 
considered.
